The rich carpacs arrived in’ “wretched 
ships ; ey of them eet last, for they 
have na cnatis: arid are only stitched? tu- 
gether with twines mile from the husk 
ofthe Inchan not” The coconut, like to- 
lmcon, the potato, the peanut, the tonrate, 
and other now familie crops and plants,

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The wobrella was a token of prestige 
in ancient Egypt.

He viewed the pearl fishers of Ceylon,* 
told the story of Purldha, antl made the 
first. Muropean mention of Madawascar, 
Aanzihar, t ¢ Andamans, and other regions 
of the south, just as he had been the frst 
to garner any information abeut Japan 
an) Siheria and the first to mention the 
Arctic seas,

The name iteclf is of 
Tihetan origin and is, perhaps, derived 
from the two words cho (pine trees) andl 
aT (two j)—two pine trees, 

The Choni Prince related to ome how 
lis ancestors came ite. pessession cf the 
lerritory,* He represents the twenty- 
seromd peneration, but is not of ditect 
descent. His ancestors, a Tibetan afficial 
farmly, lett their awn country and made 
their way across Szechwan and the Mim 
Shan range. in Kansti, ‘ta the Tao River, 
in 1404, conquering and pacifying the 
tribes and wiflages on the wav.

During the reign of Yung Lo the man- 
astery housed 3.800 monks, but now only

esponding to mmer judges. The patriarch 
of the monastery at the time of nv visit 
was Chin Chino Vane, a member of the 
Prince's family.

Is THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS 


Chont lamasery has printing blocks of 
both the Kandjur and the Tandjur (see 
text, page 377). A cmber of other 
lanuseries, such as Derge and Radja, have 
blocks of the Kandjur, bat rarely of the 
Tandjur. In fact, Choni is said to be the 
only: monastery ontside Lhasa possessiniye 
the Tandjur blocks, and the claim 1s made 
that the books prmnted bere are without 
mistikes, the best edition known, 

The printing blacks of both elassies are 
more than 500 years old. The oumber of 
pages in the classics | could not ascertain, 
but at took 16 years to carve the blocks 
of the Tandjur alone. The Chont Prince 
said he suggested movible pype, but the 
lamas refused to entertain the idea. 

The priest-official in charge of the clas- 
tics Intermed me that it takes 45 monks 
three months te print the Karidjur ard 
Leirly six months to prot the Tandjur. 
This does not inchide the time consumed 
in preparing the paper for the printers 
(see illustration, paige (oz). 

The paper used ts bought at Kaumechang, 
in eastern Kansu, of days distant from 
Choni. Tt is very thin. and the monks 
piste cght sheets together to make one for 
the hook, “When 317 volumes are printed, 
one Can summise the time and labor spent. 
The monks who print the classics receive 
each 250 cash a day, the equivalent of five 
cents, plus rations of barley flour, ted, and 
gome yak butter. 

The Library of Congress in Washing- 
wn, TC. through Dr, Walter T, Swingle, 
commissioned! rhe To tava complete set of 
the two classics from the Chon lamasery. 
These were packed in g2 boxes and sent 
hy caravan seven days ta Lanchow ; thence 


hy parcel post te Shanghai Unfortu- 
nately, they arrived at Sianfu just before 
the gates of that city closed. ‘There they 


remained thremgh the whole siege of the 
town. They did reach Shanehai, however, 
after being more than a year on the wav 
(see ilaestrations, pages 604 and boy). 
Great ceremonies, conducted regularly 
each vear in Chom lamasery, are few.

There is a dance on the 13th of the first 
moon; the Butter Festival 1 celebrated on 
the | sth, and another dance is performed 
on the 16th. The Sunning of the Buddha 
takes plaice in the spring, on the goth day 
of the second moon. On the <ixth day of 
the sixth moon falls the Old Dance. Cham 
agyou-tod, to my mind the nvost mterest- 
ing of all the ceremonies. 

There ts a dance on the 24th of the roth 
moon, followed on the 25th by the Feast 
HF Lights, which commemorates the ascett- 
siot.of Tsongkapa, with vet another dance 
on the 26th day. Every third year, on the 
iGth of the first moon, the Choni lamns 
celebrate the installation of a new presicl- 
ing priest bya pecithar festival known as 

Le Chon Chaker (see text, page 615). 

The time herween ceremenies is oecu- 
pied ly the monks in chanting on certain 
(ays, but otherwise mainly in loafing. In 
vase Of illness of wealthy believers, the 
lamus are asked to chant the classics, he 
lieved to have a salubriows effect, The 
charge for opening the largest chanting 
hall is 300 tack of silver (S200). To ex- 
pedite the reading of these yvoloumimons. 
works, 500 assembled lamas divide the 
jages and each reads a portion of the 
text—a rather discormected method, but 
apparently it matters litthe if the begin- 
ning, middle, and end are tread at the same 
hme.

A PRUCESSIUN PRECEDES THE DANCE 


The ceremony of the Black Hat Dance 
began at to a'¢lock in the morning, when 
the Living Duclelhws, accompanied lay 
priests and monks arrayed in full cere- 
mortal robes, marched mm procession to 
the sipiare in front of the old chantiny hall. 
The orchestra carried co large droits, held 
erect over the heads of the drummers; 
two 12-foot tompets, and numerous cyvme- 
lals, flutes, aud small trumpets. Some of 
the Jamas carmed cham-swung imeense 
hurners. When they arrived in the square, 
they stood it line before long strips af 
carpet, reciting pravers.and ‘Tibetan scrip- 
Hites to the accompaniment of the. full 
orchestra, while the lama overseer walked 
between the ranks to see that they behaved 
jroperty. 

After the chanting the dance began. It 
differed fitthe from the other dances, save 
that the skeletons did not appear. In their 
stead lamas danced in pars, each parr 
dressed ahke—one pair with yellow, one 
with green, and one with red masks, They 
wore long red strains of imitation hnir- 

The clown act came next. lt coulil 
hardly be omitted, far it is ever the de 
ligrlat ‘of the Spectiters and cons fis a 
rehef after all the demons with their bide- 
cis Masks (see, Apo, text, peure 5A). 

The silly, bulky menk was follower 
quickly ly ‘the chief dancer, who wore 2 
rorgeons, silk-embroidered garment, but 
no mask (see Color Plate X1V 9, On his 
heal was an enormeus circular hat with 
broad rim of hear fur, crowned with a 
willed, perforited superstricture which 
supported a homan skull.

The day of the ceremony was 2 Inisy 
one for the kumas, but not propitious tor 
photoetaphy. An all-day snow levan at 
davhrenk. About ga. th. a latin stationed 
onthe root of a temple aroused everybody 
within earshot by beating on a hie cone, 
For twit honts he kept wp this din. ‘The 
ceremony started early m the forenoon 
and lastedl until 4 p.m. 

A. vertahle moh had gathered to wat- 
ness the incineration of the demons anil 
their works, Al the chanting halls, gal- 
leries, and roofs were packed with people. 
The priests responsible for keep. order 
were armed with swords, thick staffs mile 
cot yaoueng juoprlar tritnles: rv the ulnqiti- 
tus birch whips. [t was amusing to see 
the goowl-natured ‘Piletans duck the blows 
of the whips aimed at thetr heads and re- 
ceive them upon the thick sheepskin up 
holstery of their hacks. Some even in- 
vite whipping from the frantic monks 
(see illustration, pare 613). 

At each side of the courtyard 1 freitit 
of the old chanting hall four rows of 
lamas sation carpets. Those in the frort

ers hanging down their backs between their 
shoulders, “Behind them sat the poorly 
clad jesser monks, Twenty monks inthe 
Front rows stoick cymbals in unison, Ter 
drttms, five on each sie, were beld erect 
and beaten with curved rods.

CROSS the Potomac River fro 
A Washington, almost directly appo- 


site the white marble temple dedi- 
cated by a griteful people to the memory 
of Abraham Lincoln, hes Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, High on the Virginia 
hills, it overlooks the Capitel, the Wash- 
ington Monument, and the trond pano- 
rama of the Ca pital Civ View even:

non, less than twetit ity miles below, on the 
sume side of the Potomac. 

Here, beneath the lofty oaks and elms, 
on hillsides and in shady dells, ander mag- 
nificent marhle tombs aml mevdest head- 
stores, lve thonasands vapor thimisands of 
America’s hero dead.
